1. SUMMARY. SOVIET PRESS HIGHLIGHTS: 

-PRAVDA INTERNATION REVIEW COMMENT ON U.S. ADMINIS- 
TRATION CHANGES IS TOUGHER ON SCHLESINGER, SOMEWHAT 
SKEPTICAL ON RUMSFELD, MORE WARY OF FOREIGN POLICY 
IMPLICATIONS, BUT FOLLOWING NOVEMBER 14 NOVOYE VERMYA 
LINE; 

-SCHEEL VISIT GETS GOOD WRAPUP PRESS, BUT THERE IS 
A TENDENCY TO GIVE ALMOST EQUAL TIME TO EVEN MORE 
CONGENIAL SPD PARTEITAG; 

-PODGORNY REMARKS AT NOV. 14 CREDENTIALS CEREMONY FOR

2. U.S. ADMINISTRATION CHANGES. IN PRAVDA INTERNATIONAL 
REVIEW NOVEMBER 16, TOMAS KOLESNICHENKO DEVOTES MOST 
OF LAST COLUMN TO "IMPORTANT" CHANGES, "FIRST OF ALL" 
SCHLESINGER DEPARTURE CONNECTED WITH HIS "FURIOUS 
HIT-AND-RUN ATTACKS" ON DETENTE AND PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE. 
ON RUMSFELD, KOLESNICHENKO SAYS "TIME WILL SHOW 

WHAT POSITION HE WILL TAKE," BUT NOES SUPPORT OF INCREASED 
MILITARY EXPENDITURES AND STRONG MILITARY POSITION IN 
CONFIRMATION HEARINGS. AFTER PIOUS REMINDER THAT 
CHANGES ARE "STRICTLY INTERNAL AFFAIRS" OF U.S., PRAVDA

APPEARS WORRIED (AND SOMEWHAT SKEPTICAL) ABOUT FOREIGN 
POLICY EFFECTS. END COMMENT. 

3. SCHEEL VISIT. NO OFFICIAL "RESULTS" HAVE APPEARED, BUT 
VISIT CONTINUES TO GET GOOD PRESS, WITH TENDENCY TO 
GIVE ALMOST EQUAL TIME TO SPD PARTEITAG AND CONTINUING 
REMAINDERS ABOUT BRANDT'S PIONEER ROLE IN SOVIET-FRG 
DETENTE. VISIT AND PARTEITAG TOGETHER LED NON-SOVCIALIST 
SECTION OF PRAVDA INTERNATIONAL REVIEW, AND NOVEMBER 15 
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PRAVDA CARRIED SEPARATE TASS ITEM FROM MANNHEIM ON SPD 
MEETING. BOTH EMPHASIZED DETENTE; HOWEVER, TASS ITEM 
ALSO HIGHLIGHTED PROTIONS OF SPD RESOLUTION OF NATO 
AS BASIS OF FRG SECURITY POLICY, ON CONTINUED U.S. 

PRESENCE IN EUROPE, AND ON EUROPEAN INTERGRATION AS FACTOR 
IN STRENGTHENING NATO. COMMENT: CURRENT SOVIET 
SKEPTICISM EVIDENTLY EXTENDS TO OLD FRIENDS TOO. 

END COMMENT. 

4. IDEOLOGICAL STRUGGLE. KRASNAYA ZVEZDA NOVEMBER 15 
CARRIES ARTICLE BY VL. KUZNETSOV AGAINST WESTERNERS 
WHO WANT DETENTE TO MEAN IDEOLOGICAL COEXISTENCE AFTER 
CSCE. COMMENT: THEME IS BECOMING A STAPLE IN SOVIET 
MEDIA, AND KZ IS A LITTLE LATE, BUT MAKES UP FOR IT 

IN TOUGHNESS. END COMMENT. 
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5. ZIONISM RESOLUTION. PRAVDA NOVEMBER 15 CARRIES TASS 
ITEM DATELINED NEW YORK NOVEMBER 14 WHICH IS 
EXCEPTIONALLY TOUGH ON SECRETARY FOR HIS STRICTURES 
AGAINST RESOLUTION: "SUCH OFFICIAL A STATEMENT BY H. KISSINGER 
IS IN CONTRADICTION WITH THE FACTS, SINCE THE UNSETTLED 
SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND THE CONTINUING TENSION

AT A MOMENT WHEN THE SOVIETS WOULD LIKE THE UN TO WORK

6. YEMEN MILITARY DELEGATION. KRASNAYA ZVEZDA 
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AMEMBASSY BUCHAREST 
AMEMBASSY BUDAPEST 
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NOVEMBER 15 FRONTPAGES ARRIVAL NOVEMBER 14 AND MEETING 
WITH GRECHKO OF YAR MILITARY DELEGATION HEADED BY MAJOR 
ABDULLAH ABDEL-ALIM, WITH PICTURE. MEETING TOOK 
PLACE IN "WARM, FRIENDLY ATMOSPHERE" AND DISCUSSED 
"QUESTIONS OF MUTUAL INTEREST." BUT NO DETAILS GIVEN. 

NO OTHER PAPER REPORTS. 

7. OTHER MIDDLE EAST. PRAVDA'S "INTERNTIONAL WEEK" 

(NOVEMBER 16) DEVOTES CONSIDERABLE SPACE TO THE SOVIET 
INITIATIVE ON THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. ACCORDING TO 
PRAVDA, TWO MONTHS AFTER THE CONCLUSION OF THE 
SINAI II ACCORD, "THE SITUATION HAS NOT IMPROVED" AND, 

THEREFORE, THE SOVIET UNION UNDERTOOK ITS DEMARCHE. 

PRAVDA CONTINUES WITH A FAIRLY STRAIGHT-FORWARD REPLAY 
OF ITS EXPLANATION OF THE INGREDIENTS OF THE DEMARCHE. 

AT ONE POINT, THE AUTHOR CONCEDES THAT "AS IS WIDELY 
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KNOWN, ISRAEL REFUSES TO SIT DOWN AT THE SAME TABLE 
WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PLO." SUCH A POLICY, 

ACCORDING TO PRAVDA, IS LEADING ISRAEL INTO DEEPER 
ISOLATION. THE THREE UNGA RESOLUTIONS PASSED LAST 
WEEK ARE ALLEGEDLY EVIDENCE OF THIS ISOLATION. IZVESTIYA 
(NOVEMBER 15) FRONTPAGES A BRIEF ANNOUNCEMENT THAT 
ISRAEL BEGAN WITHDRWAING ITS FORCES FROM RAS-SUDR. 

IZVESTIYA ALSO NOTES THAT FIFTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
ACCESSION OF THE ASAD REGIME, AND PRAVDA (NOVEMBER 16) 
CARRIES A STORY PRAISING THE ADVANCES MADE IN SYRIA 
UNDER ASAD’S LEADERSHIP. COMMENT: BY ADMITTING THAT 
ISRAEL WILL NOT SIT DOWN WITH THE PLO, PRAVDA 
IMPLICITLY RECOGNIZES THE NOVEMBER 9 PROPOSAL AS A 
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NON-STARTER. END COMMENT. 

8. ANGOLA. COVERAGE OF THE ANGOLAN SITUATION CONTINUES 
HEAVY. IZVESTIYA (NOVEMBER 14) UPDATES THE BOX SCORE 
OF COUNTRIES WHICH RECOGNIZED THE NEW REGIME, AND 
REPEATS ITS OFT-HEARD CRITICISM OF SOUTH AFRICAN, CHINESE 
AND OTHER SUPPORT OF THE FNLA AND UNITA. THE 
COMMENTARY CLOSES WITH THE CRYPTIC REMARKS THAT 
"MEANINGFUL ASSISTANCE IS BEING RECEIVED BY THE NEW REPUBLIC 
FROM FRIENDLY SOCIALIST AND AFRICAN COUNTRIES." PRAVDA’S 
COMMENTARY (NOVEMBER 15) STATES THAT "THE SYMPATHY 
OF THE SOVIET PEOPLE LIES" WITH THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE "AND 
ITS VANGUARD - THE MPLA. " THE COLUMN CONCLUDES THAT 
ON INDEPENDENCE DAY, THE "SOVIET UNION DECLARED ITS 
RECOGNITION OF THE REPUBLIC AND THE ESTABLISHEMENT OF 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS." AN ACCOMPANYING ARTICLE 
ANNOUNCES THE APPOINTMENTS TO THE MPLA GOVERNMENT, 

AND STRONGLY CONDEMNS THE MILITARY SUPPORT BEGING GIVEN 
BY CHINA, ZAIRE, SOUTH AFRICA AND "A NUMBER OF WESTERN 
COUNTRIES." PRAVDA'S "INTERNATIONAL WEEK" (NOVEMBER 16) 
CALLS THE MPLA THE "ONLY LEGITIMATE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
COUNTRY," BRANDS ROBERTO AS A "LONG-TIME CIA AGENT," 

AND CLAIMS THAT HE IS "NOT ONLY RECEIVING HELP FROM 
THE CIA, BUT ALSO FROM PEKING." PRAVDA SNEERS AT 
FORCES "WITHIN THE OAU" WHICH WOULD LIKE "TO PRESERVE 
ROBERTO AS A CANDIDATE FOR POWER IN ANGOLA." PRAVDA 
NOVEMBER 17 ANNOUNCES THAT NEGOTIATIONS AIMED AT 
ESTABLISHING DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS BETWEEN THE USSR 
AND ANGOLA TOOK PLACE NOVEMBER 1 1 IN LUANDA. 

COMMENT: THE SIX DAY LAG IN ANNOUNCING THE RECOGNITION 
NEGOTIATIONS MAY SIGNAL SOME INITIAL SOVIET UNCERTAINLY, 

BUT IT IS CLEARLY OVER NOW. INTERNATIONAL WEEK IS 

ALSO THE SHARPEST SOVIET COMMENT WE HAVE YET SEEN ON THE 

CIA-CHINA NEXUS IN ANGOLA. END COMMENT. 
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9. BANGLADESH. IZVESTIYA (NOVMBER 14) CARRIES AN 

ITEM ON RECENT DEVELOPMENTS WHICH SHOWS ANXIETY OVER 

ALLEGED "MAOIST" INFLUENCES IN THE RECENT DEVELOPMENTS. 

THE ARTICLE, BY M. ROSTARCHUK, REPORTS THE ANNOUNCEMENT BY 
PRESIDENT SAYEM OF HIS ASSUMPTION OF RESPONSIBILITIES 
AS HEAD OF THE SUPREME MILITARY ADMINISTRATIVE COUNCIL, 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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HIS MILITARY APPOINTMENTS, AND HIS OTHER RECENT 
ANNOUNCEMENTS. IZVESTIYA SAYS THAT "THE MAIORITY OF 
THE MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT" HAD OPPOSED THE "MOOD" OF 
THE MUSHTAQUE REGIME AND THAT THE CABINET HAD RESIGNED 
OVER THE MURDERS IN THE DACCA CENTRAL PRISON. IT 
CONTINUES THAT THE NEW PRESIDENT ALSO ANNOUNCED THE 
RELEASE OF ALL POLITICAL ACTIVISTS IMPRISONED BY 
MUJIB FOR "ACTIVITIES UNDERMINING THE SECURITY OF 
THE STATE." ONE OF THOSE RELEASED, SAYS ROSTARCHUK, 

WAS FORMER MINISTER OF INFORMATION THAKUR (PHONETIC), 
"KNOWN FOR HIS ANTI-INDIAN AND ANTI-SOVIET VIEWS, AND 
HIS CLOSE TIES WITH PRO-WESTERN AND PRO-PEKING 
CIRCLES." ALSO RELEASED WERE MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENTARY 
GROUPS WHO WERE "GUILTY IN THE DEATHS OF MAY PATRIOTS 
AT THE TIME OF THE LIBERATION WAR." MAJOR-GENERAL 
RAHMAN, SAYS IZVESTIYA, CARRIED OUT A COUNTER-COUP 
ON NOVEMBER 6 AND 7 WHICH TURNED OUT THOSE WHO HAD GAINED 
POWER THE PREVIOUS WEEK. THE BANGLADESH TIMES, SAYS 
IZVESTIYA, HAS COME OUT WITH A SERIES OF "VILE 
INSINUATIONS AGAINST THE TRUE FRIENDS OF BANGLADESH," 

AND ITS EDITOR IS "A WELL-KNOWN PURVEYOR OF 
MAOIST IDEAS." THE SITUATION CONTINUES UNSTABLE, IZVESTIYA 
CONCLUDES. PRAVDA (NOVEMBER 17) CARRIES A TASS ITEM 
FROM TOKYO REPORTING CONTINUING TENSIONS IN BANGLADESH 
AND CLASHES BETWEEN DIFFERENT GROUPS IN THE MILITARY. 

THE ITEM ALSO BLAMES THE TROUBLES ON RECENTLY RELEASED 
"REACTIONARY AND LEFT-ADVENTURIST ACTIVISTS," 

INCLUDING THOSE FROM THE PRO-MAOIST BHASHANI FACTION. 
COMMENT: TE COVERAGE IS MORE COMPLETE AND MORE 
NEGATIVE THAN EARLIER SOVIET REPORTING OF THE RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS IN BANGLADESH. END COMMENT. 

10 SPANISH SAHARA. PRAVDA (NOVEMBER 16) CARRIES 
TWO TASS ITEMS, ONE FROM MADRID REPORTING THE ESSENTIAL 
FACTS OF THE RECENT AGREEMENT, AND ANOTHER FROM 
ALGIERS CITING AN ALGERIAN STATEMENT THAT ALGERIA DID 
NOT PARTICIPATE IN THE NEGOTIATIONS AND THAT ALGERIA 
DOES NOT ACCEPT THE PROVISIONS OF THE AGREEMENT. 

COMMENT: THE SOVIET TILT TOWARD ALGEIA APPEARS TO 
BE CONTINUING. END COMMENT.
